Unionists cautioned 
against overconfidence 


A “tight” U.S. Senate race in which the voter turnout in Ala= 
meda County could play a decisive role was predicted Monday 
night by Andrew J. Biemiller, legislative director for the AFLCIO. 


Biemiller was a guest at the Central Labor Council meeting. 
Other guests included: 


@ Congressmen George P. Miller and Jeffery Cohelan, who 
discounted the idea that any incumbents are “as good as in” and 
said the outstanding voter registration accomplishments by COPE 
won’t mean a thing if labor doesn’t get out the vote. 


e Assemblyman Nicholas C. Petris, who warned that polls 
showed Proposition 14 ahead but added that more voters are turn- 
ing against this dangerous measure as facts about it become 
better known. 

Biemiller, a former congressman from Wisconsin, said the last 
two congresses “acted in the spirit of progress that was started 
by Franklin Delano Roosevelt in 1933.”

Demand the Union Label! 


Employers in California are 
required to give employees up 
to two hours off to vote if they 
cannot make it to polls during 
non-working hours. 

Deductions from pay are per- 
mitted only for time over two 
hours. However, time off must 
be taken at the beginning or 
end of the employee’s regular 
working shift, unless the em- 
ployer agrees otherwise. An 
employee needing time off 
must give his employer at least 
two working days’ notice. 

Employers are required to 
post time-off-for-voting reg- 
ulations at least 10 days prior 
to primary and general elec- 
tions.

Last year, California’s state 
beaches and parks were mobbed 
by 73 million users — more than 
the combined populations of Cal- 
ifornia, New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Michigan, Illinois, 
Ohio and Texas. 

Hundreds of thousands drove 
long distances to camp in state 
parks, only to find “No Vacancy” 
signs. 


Proposition 1 will provide $150 


grants to cities and counties for 
local parks and recreation areas, 
and $5 million for wildlife con- 
servation. 

To relieve overcrowding at 
present beach facilities, at least 
60 per cent of the land acquisi- 
tion funds will be spent for new 
state beaches and coastal areas. 

State officials say it will be 
cheaper to buy this land now, 
before developers grab it and 
prices rise.

Here’s help for women 
who are in the dark 
when the lights go out. 


The easiest way to deal with an 
electrical failure is to prepare 
for it. Keep a flashlight and 
fresh fuses handy. Know where 
your main switch and branch 
circuit panel are. 


Is a fuse blown? 

If only one or two rooms go out, 
a fuse has blown or a circuit 
breaker has opened. If service 
fails in a large part of the house, 
it’s probably a “main” fuse or 
circuit breaker. If the neighbors’ 
lights are out, too, call us. 


Check the fuse box. 
First, disconnect frayed cords 
and appliances on one outlet. 
Then replace any fuse in branch 
circuit panel (“fuse box”) that 
has a smoked-up window or 
melted metal strip inside. 
Always replace a fuse with one 
of the same size. If you have 
circuit breakers (“‘on” and “off” 
switches) follow the instruc- 
tions on the switch or panel. 
If your lights are still off, check 
your main-switch. If it’s the fuse 
or cartridge type, the switch 


should be turned off before one 
is replaced. If your electricity is 
still off, call us. Or—if you have 
any doubts about the problem 
or the solution, give us a call. 


Helpful tips. 

If your electricity is off for any 
period, don’t open your refrig- 
erator or freezer. Frozen foods 
stay frozen longer if the freezer 
door is kept closed. If food 
starts to thaw, add dry ice. 
And don’t forget: when electric 
service is restored, reset your 
electric clocks.

He condoned the tactics 
ef extremism in his acceptance speech. Goldwater is a threat 
to the nation. His tactics are the tactics of desperation. Yet 
the Goldwater forces are well-organized and are working hard. 
We must not be lulled by the polls, which have been wrong 
before. The United States, and especially its responsible trade 
union movement, cannot afford four years of Goldwaterism. 
The only way to be sure is to vote next Tuesday.

President Johnson needs a Democratic Congress. Our job 
in Alameda County is to return incumbent Representatives 
Jeifery Cohelan, George P. Miller and Don Edwards and chalk 
up a big margin for Senator Pierre Salinger to offset Republi- 
can majorities from Southern California. 

Salinger is the newest member of California’s legislative 
team. He is up against a conservative Republican trying to play 
both ends against the middle. The Republican candidate has 
been accepting support from ultra-rightists and agreeing with 
most Goldwater positions. 

Salinger, a former prize-winning Chronicle reporter and 
Newspaper Guild unit chairman, was President Kennedy’s press 
secretary.

PROP. 17 IS VITAL 


TO ALL UNIONISTS 


Editor, Labor Journal: 


The overwhelming defeat of 
Proposition 17 is not only of ma- 
jor importance to the railroad 
brotherhoods, but it is also of 
vital concern to all of organized 
labor and the people of Califor- 
nia. 

Backed by powerful railroad 
interests, the initiative measure 
is an attempt to repeal Califor- 
nia’s minimum train crew laws. 
These statutes and regulations 
were wisely enacted by the State 
Legislature for the safety of in- 
dividual citizens and for the pro- 
tection of public and private 
property. 

The measure would also elim- 
inate the right of the State Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission to de- 
termine safe manning practices 
on freight trains. 

The real danger of Proposition 
17 lies in the fact that it would 
serve as a wedge to crack all of 
organized labor. It is clear that 
promoters of this _ initiative 
scheme are among the same 
powerful forces which attempted 
to impose the tyrannical provi- 
sions of the so-called “right-to- 
; work” legislation on the people 
of California a few years ago. 

At that time, they received a 
stunning setback. This new at- 
tempt, too, must be soundly de- 
feated. 

All of organized labor is back- 
ing the railroad brotherhoods in 
their fight to defeat Proposition 
bY 

The Democratic party in Cali- 
fornia officially opposes Propo- 
sition 17 and strongly urges all 
citizens to cast a “No” vote on 
the measure. The Republican 
party saw so little merit in the 
measure that it did not take a: 
stand. This leaves proponents 
without the support of either 
major political party in Califor- 
nia. 

LEGISLATURE’S HANDS TIED 

In addition to seriously jeop- 
ardizing public safety, Proposi- 
tion 17, if passed, would elimin- 
ate the right of all state and 
local public bodies from ever de- 
termining in the future mini- 
mum train manning practices 
necessary for safety. This means 
that the State Legislature and 
State Public Utilities Commis- 
sion would be unable to act for 
the protection of the public and 
railroad workers. 

Thus, the railroads would be 
free to establish their own work 
rules or regulations. Based on 
past experience and railroad op- 
erations in states not protected 
by safe crew laws, the railroads 
would sharply reduce train crews 


placing increased 
of public safety. 

Past experience also clearly in- 
dicates what happens when min- 
imum crew laws are lifted 
During World War II, the law 
was suspended, and the casualty 
rate of trainmen per million 
locomotive miles increased by 
more than 45 per cent. 

Another danger of the meas- 
ure is that it would make Cali- 
fornia railroad workers subject 
to compulsory arbitration, This 
would destroy present harmoni- 
ous employer-employee relations 
achieved through collective bar- 
gaining to settle disputes. 

To protect organized labor, the
